Mis- 
sourui; we entertained several offi­ 
cials of the Frisco Railroad at a re­ 
ception given at the dedication of the 
new Frisco depot; we sent a Commit­ 
tee consisting of Chas. F. McMullin, 
C. F. Bruton and C. H. Denman 
to 
the City Council, this Committee ask­ 
ing said Council to order an election 
for the purpose of bonding the City 
for an amount sufficient to construct 
a sanitary sewer system in our town, 
and the result of this Committee, the 
election was ordered, the bond issue 
passed, and the bonds have been sold. 
This undertaking was brought to its 
present standing at 
an expense 
of 
$200.00, .to the Chamber of Commerce, 
the State Highway Commission 
in­ 
structed their engineer, Frank New­ 
ton, to make plans ami specifications 
for the paving 
of 
Highway No. 16 
through Sikeston, and 
during 
the 
progress of his work he was confront­ 
ed with the difficulty of securing their 
right-of-way along this Highway on 
which to construct the road. 
He did 
not have sufficient time to get 
thi.« 
right-of-way and prepare his plans 
for the letting in 1925, and asked the 
Chamber of Commerce to assist him 
in getting 
said right-of-way, which 
would enable him to get the matter to 
a contract letting in 1925. In this in­ 
stance, the Chamber of Commerce ap­ 
pointed a Committee 
consisting 
of 
Dan McCoy, R. L. Calvin and 
Jake 
Sitae, who went to work and in one 
week’s time had the required right- 
of-wuy for Mr. Newton at a cost of 
$3.00. 
This contract for the paving 
on No. 16 has been let and work will 
begin in the early spring. The Shirt 
Factory, which has been under 
ad­ 
visement for some little time is now 
well under way and this proposition 
should be completed 
within a short 
time. 
Among other items that should be 
taken up through this organization to 
be completed in the near future is the 
opening of Malone Avenue, making it 
possible for this paving to be done 
by the road contractors while 
they 
are at work on that part of Highway 
16, which goes through Sikeston. My 
idea in doing this, is after finding 
that most of the property owners on 
the blind block of this proposed street 
are giving thirty feet for this pur­ 
pose, and the railroad company will 
givftjjff of their right-of-way an ad­ 
ditional ten feet, yet none of 
them 
think that they should be compelled 
to pay for the paving, after giving 
the property. 
The towns of Poplar 
Bluff and Flat River have raised suf­ 
ficient money to do such paving as is 
needed in this instance by a popular 
subscription of the auto owners 
of 
$10 each, and I find by talking to the 
different 
paving 
contractors 
who 
have been here recently at our sewer 
lettings, that the proper things for 
us to do is to remove from the street 
all of the old macadam that is no"- 
cm Malone Avenue down to the con­ 
crete base and replace 
same 
with 
brick, which when down, will give us 
a street like the brick ones we now 
have. 
Above, I have bold you some of the 
things which we have done and which 
are to be completed within tlu n sar 
future, but I have not told you any­ 
thing relative to the outcome of o u t 
finances. 
In this instance, I wish to 
state to you, that we have paid all of 
our current and outstanding bills to 


date, nad have further paid $1,000 on 
the famous “Pig Notes”, and 
have 
remaining in our treasure $126J1 to 
be turned over to the incoming^ffie- 
ers for a start. 
In closing, I desire to thank all of 
the members of this organization for 
their splendid co-operation 
in 
the 
past year’s work; thanking especial­ 
ly, the Finnace Committee, who has 
done its work well and whose work 
it is necessary to make any organiza­ 
tion a success, and at this, our annu­ 
al election night, I hope that we can, 
and will, elect a new 
set of officers 
that will take this work on that has 
been started and to take up any work 
which this organization can complete 
which will come up from time /to time.

SANITARY SEWER 
„ CONTRACT AWARDED 


The City Council in special session 
Tuesday evening awarded the 
con­ 
tract to build the sanitary sewer sys­ 
tem to the contracting firm of Rowan 
& Rickard. 
After the Council convened 
they 
held a short executive session in or­ 
der to have a perfect understanding 
among 
themselves 
on some points 
that had been 
informally 
discussed 
from time to time. 
The engineering 
firm of Wilcox & Berthe, who drew 
up the plans and specifications, were 
then invited into the Council room 
and the m atter was discussed 
wi*h 
them, as they had spent 
the entire 
day with the contractors going over 
the line of sewers -to be traversed and 
figuring the job. 
Then the contrac­ 
tors were invited in and after a gen­ 
eral discussion 
between 
engineers, 
contractors, the Council 
and others 
present in the room, the city attorney 
took up the bid as submitted for the 
entire work as shown by plans 
and 
specifications, and two alternatives as 
submitted. 
The bid as specified was 
$84,196.95. The city had for this pur­ 
pose on deposit in St. Louis on De­ 
cember 18, 1925, $84,425.83, which is 
drawing 3 per cent interest on daily 
balance payable monthly which is es­ 
timated will bring in an 
additional 
sum of $1200, which will total $85,- 
625.83. 
The engineers’ contract calls 
for 5 per cent on contract awarded, 
so there would hardly be enough mon­ 
ey to accept the bid as specified 
at 
first, so one of the alternates was to 
substitute cement for brick in build­ 
ing manholes and flush tanks, which 
would bring the bid down 
to 
$82.- 
696.95. 
Mr. Berthe of the engineers 
stated to the Council, that this would 
be satisfactory as 
many 
engineers 
were specifying cement altogether for 
this work. 
The second 
alternative 
was to deduct $3,596.95 more if 
the 
city would not compel them to resur­ 
face the paved streets after they had 
finished placing the sewers and fill­ 
ing the trenches. 
It was stated that 
the trenches would settle from time 
to time for 
several 
months and if 
they placed the cement surface soon 
after 
finishing 
the 
job, the ditch 
would settle, leaving a hollow place 
underneath that would probably give 
dowrn. The last alternate would bring 
the contract price down to $79,100.00. 
This was the 
proposition 
accepted. 
The contractors agreed to replace the 
surface as near perfect 
as 
possible 
for the $3,596.95, if the Council so 
desired. 
The contract as above was signed 
by all interested parties and a bond 
for $39,500.00 given by the 
United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Co., of 
Memphis, Tenn., was accepted. 
The 
contractor is to be paid each month 
according to estimate made by engi­ 
neers of completed wwk, less 15 per 
cent that is to be held until satisfac­ 
tory completion of 
entire 
contract. 
The engineers are to have a compet­ 
ent man on the job all day long until 
contract is completed and the 
city 
may also place a man on the job 
if 
they see fit and will pay his salary. 
The contractor expects 
to 
begin 
work in two weeks or less, and will at 
once order his machinery and m ater­ 
ial shipped. 
The Standard editor was present 
during the proceedings 
and heartily 
endorses the action of the City Coun­ 
cil in accepting the bid of the con­ 
tractors, Rowan & Rickadr. 
In order to stop any mouthing from 
anyone, wil say that not one inch of 
the sewer was cut off anywhere, but 
the entire system stands as voted on.

will tend to bring about lower prices 
toward the first part of next year. 
Should this prove true those who arc 
preparing to get into the hog game 
good and heavy may 
need 
to keep 
their eye on probale future 
prices 
rather than on the memory of past 
profits according to Harry C. Hens­ 
ley, Extension Specialist in Agricul­ 
tural Economics, who will discuss the 
factors influencing the price of hogs 
as well as cotton at

Many Southeast Missouri farmers 
sacrificed their hogs and jumped in­ 
to cotton just at the time when hogs 
were starting on the upswing towards 
profits. Now with hogh high and cot­

a downward trend in price so 
that

cows on Missouri farms now

827,00 head against 835,000 one year 
ago, and the value per head has in­ 
creased three dollars, with the pres­ 
ent figure at $47.

Wayland Rhoads, field agent

Kentucky, 
says many counties have disposed of 
practically all scrub sires. 


A TRAfiEDr OF 
MIXED MARRIAGES 


In the town of White Plains, New 
York, an hour's ride from New York 
City, with the courthouse as its stage, 
has been enacted a tremendous 
and 
gripping drama. Leonard Kip Rhine­ 
lander, twenty-two-year-old scion of 
a proud family, sought legally to rid 
himself 
of his 
colored wife, Alice 
Beatrice Jones Rhinelander, herself 
the offspring of a marriage of mis­ 
cegenation. 
This word is defined as 
marriage between races and especial­ 
ly in America between the white anu 
colored races. 
And this Greek tragedy has been 
reviewed day by day for the public 
by many newspapers 
as 
merely a 
bedroom farce, a smutty comedy 
in 
which the “objectional 
lines” 
were 
stressed by hinting instead of print­ 
ing. Such newspapers sense neither 
the drama nor the news. 
For ages men have looked with ab- 
horence on miscegenation. 
In 
this 
country the repugnance toward inter­ 
marriage of races has been most pro­ 
nounced. 
Before and after the Civil 
War the feeling was 
growing 
and 
continued (to grow as the causes con 
tinued to multiply. 
Hence the 
Jim 
Crow laws of the South. 
People don't frown 
so ominously 
Upon miscegenation 
where it occurs 
without benefit of clergy. 
The rea­ 
sons that mixed marriages are more 
abhorred than illicit connections are 
two, in chief: 
First, marriage is an 
open defiance, a rebellion against the 
age-old human law that forbids mis­ 
cegenation; second, marriage is more 
likely to produce children and 
mix 
the races forever. 
Intermarriage of white and color­ 
ed races and, to a greater extent, in­ 
terbreeding without 
marriage, 
has 
been going on in 
this 
country for 
years. That fact is evidenced by the 
large number of colored people 
as 
compared to those of unmixed Ethio­ 
pian blood. 
These practices do 
not 
ordinarily become matters of strong 
public concern and therefore of first- 
page value to the 
newspapers. 
Not 
that they are not a part of the great 
drama, but because those who play 
the leading roles are not, for reasons 
that may be ill-founded, sufficiently 
important 
members 
of 
our social 
structure. But the case of Rhineland 
er versus Rhinelander has furnished 
all the elements needed 
to 
arouse 
widespread interest. 
This affair which resulted in the 
marriage of a man who bears a name 
which has been on the Social Regis­ 
ter for years to 
the 
near-illiterate 
daughter of a mulatto cab driver has 
epitomized all the tragedies of mis­ 
cegenation. 
It has revealed' to 
the 
hitherto unconcerned 
and 
unseeing 
the tragic possibilities in a problem 
never solved and perhaps—who can 
say ?—unsolvable. 
When 
this ill-assorted pair stood 
and murmured the vows that bound 
them together by ties that only death 
or the courts could break, they chang­ 
ed a low burlesque skit into the Great 
American Drama. Yet as the tragic 
figures reeled across our stage of life 
they were followed by echoing ribald 
jests. No comedy is here. No cause 
for mirth, no chuckling sotto voce re­ 
marks that build their 
humor on a 
sorry pun, but only 
tragedy, naked 
and quivering, terrible for all 
the 
world to see. 
The terrible drama 
of miscegena­ 
tion!—Liberty.

and Statesmen who took most active 
part in the lost cause of the South 
during the Civil War. Four men have 
been selected, the fifth member, prob­ 
ably an 
historic 
statesman, to 
be 
chosen later. 
The four named 
are: 
Sterling Price of Keytesville; Brig.- 
Gen. Joseph O. Shelby 
of Waverly, 
Maj.-Gen. John S. Marmaduke of Sa­ 
line County, and Brig.-Gen. Francis 
Marian Cockrell of Warrensburg. 
The campaagn of raising the funds 
will be conducted by sales forces in 
the variouus cities and communities 
of the state, Mrs. Leach said, the or 
ganization of which 
is now 
being 
made through the central office here 
The coins will sell at one dollar each 
and may be kept by the buyer as a 
souvenir or used as legal tender to 
the amount of fifty cents each.

A. J. Matthews, 
Sikeston, Mo., 
Dear Mr. Matthews: 
I have your letter 
urging me to 
support the Dickinson Bill. This bill 
shall have my unqualified support. It 
is my conclusion, after thorough con­ 
sideration, that it will help our farm­ 
ers. 
I may he wrong in this, but I 
know it can’t hurt them. 
I am giving more thought to the 
present stiuation of the farmer 
in 
the Middle West than to any other 
matter before me 
now. 
Generally 
this is the matter of most considera­ 
tion to the people I represent, and I 
am intensely interested in the pres 
ent plight of the farmer. 
I doubt, very much, being able to 
cure his ills by direct legislation, but 
I intend to support those 
measures 
which seem to me .to be helpful 
to 
him, and I intend 
to 
oppose those 
measures which directly or indirectly 
increase his burdens. 
As I view it now, there are three 
matters which will help the farmer 
Let me discuss these three in order. 
The 
settlement 
of 
our Foreign 
Debts will help our farmer. 
When 
those debt settlements are completed, 
the Foreign Nations 
will 
stabilize 
their finances and arrange to buy the 
products of our farmers. 
Certainly 
this will tend to help us. We may not 
be able to settle these foreign debts 
just as we desire, but I think it 
is 
better for us to lose some money in 
this line if by so doing we can open 
up better markets for our farmers. 
As I view it, we are compelled 
to 
lose some money on our foreign loans 
in spite of all we can do. These loans 
were made by the Wilson Administra­ 
tion and, at the same time, it 
was 
openly stated by the leaders in Con­ 
gress that our money would never be 
paid back fully. 
At first thought, this would seem a 
foolish loan to make, but our 
War 
President and our War Congress were 
endeavoring to help our allies win the 
World War by the use of American 
money and, if possible, without 
the 
use of American blood. I think they 
were right. It is now up to us to 
make these settlements in line with 
what was anticipated when the loans 
were made, and in line with the pres­ 
ent ability of foreign nations to pay. 
I favor doing this! One of the strong 
reasons which impels me to this con­ 
clusion is that our foreign markets

VALUE OF MEAT 


Shall meat be eaten? 
This is 
a 
question that is asked frequently. It 
is asked by all kinds of people 
and' 
with all sorts of mental reservations. 
There is coming to be a reasonable 
amount of scientific evidence bearing 
on several of the questions, with 
a 
reasonable degree of satisfaction to 
the person naswering. Maybe the per­ 
son answered will not be so well sat­ 
isfied. 
First, shall meat be eaten at all by 
anybody? 
The answer to that ques- 


tion is—Yes. 
Meat 
is 
a 
valuable 
source of protein, iron, 
and 
some 
carbohydrates and some other miner­ 
als and vitamins. 
Putting it in 
an­ 
other way, meat is much the 
most 
satisfactory food with which to re­ 
pair worn tissues and to build 
new 
ones. 
In supplying growth vitamins 
it ranks high. 
It ranks at the top as 
a source of iron, and well up as 
a 
source of antiscorbutic vitamin. 
In 
the property which Goldberger thinks 
protects against pellagra, it is rich. 
As a source of heat and energy 
it 
has great value. A part of it can go 
to produce fat. A part of it can be 
made use of for those purposes for 
which sugar is available. 
The common notion is that protein 
is an ultimate substance just as 
a 
few’ years ago it was thought that the 
atom was the smallest possible di­ 
vision of matter. 
It is known 
now 
that proteins are compounds of ami­ 
no bodies; the proteins 
from 
meat 
more nearly fit w’hat the human ani­ 
mal needs than do the proteins front 
other 
sources. 
Meat 
proteins 
are 
easily digested. 
This is a brief for 
meat as an article of diet so far a 
the chemical and physiological side is 
concerned. 
Now\ who should eat meat? 
Aver­ 
aging people, I should say'the answer 
is—Everybody'. 
The meat eaters are 
superior to the vegetarians in prac­ 
tically all particulars. 
If the truth 
were known 1 am sure it would be 
found that they have better digestion 


and suffer from fewer digestive d’s- 
orrfers than the vegetarians. 
Growing children need meat especi­ 
ally. So do men doing manual labor. 
Also men and women who play hard, 
or exercise much. All persons with 
secondary anemias need meat. So do 
all persons with pellagra. 
It is true 
that anemics can get the 
iron they 
need from green vegetables, but the 
iron in meat is rather more usable. 
It is true that the pellagrics can eat 
yeast, but meat supplies what 
they 
want, theyr like the taste of it, and it 
is handy. The obese can get the en­ 
ergy they need from 
meat 
without 
the harm 
done 
them 
by carbohy­ 
drates. It is true some of the values 
of meat are convertible into fat-pro­ 
ducing compounds, but not to the de­ 
gree that carbohydrates are. The di­ 
abetic depends upon meat for a fair 
share of his heat and energy. 
This is the brief for meat on anoth­ 
er side.—-Dr. W. A. Evans.

| Halmdah), who is 
reputed to 
have 
¡been a guide for Gen. Pershing’s ex­ 
pedition into Mexico in chase of Villa, 
and Corral are in jail here while au­ 
thorities are trying to learn what was 
done with Villa’s 
head, 
which 
the 
grave robbers cut off. 
No satisfactory 
explanation 
has 
been given for the decapitation, 
al­ 
though a note left with the body said 
the head was to be sent to Columbus, 
N\ M., scene of the bandit raid in 
1916 that resulted in the 
American 
Punitive 
Expedition. 
Many 
here 
believe the head wras fliched from the 
tomb for surreptitious sale to 
some 
institution for scientific study. 
Investigators have taken their lead 
from a reported inquiry recently by 
an American as to the exact location 
of Villa’s grave, which was pointed 
out by the cemetery caretaker. Con­ 
ditions about the grave offered small 
aid to solution of the mystery, except 
that it must have taken a number of 
strong men to dislodge the weighty 
concrete covering slab. 
Liquor bot­ 
tles and corks smelling 
of pungent 
chemicals found near the grave puz­ 
zle the authorities. The body was left 
partly- exposed to view, 
apparently 
having been moved only enough for 
the decapitators to do their work. 
Villa was buried here in 1923 fol­ 
lowing his death at the hands of some 
of his disgruntled henchmen.

Washington, D. C., February 6.-— 
The purchasing power of the farm­ 
ers’ dollar for the past three years 
has averaged 
approximately 
sixty- 
one cents. This is twenty cents less 
than the lowest value 
of his dollar 
since 1890. 
This startling information was giv­ 
en to the House this week by Repre­ 
sentative David H. Kincheloe, 
Ken­ 
tucky, Democratic member of the ag­ 
riculture committee. 
Mr. Kincheloe 
backed up his 
figures 
with official 
data furnished by the Department ot 
Agriculture. 
The Kentucky Congressman point­ 
ed out that while the Underwood tar­ 
iff act was in effect, the value of the 
farmers’ dollar averaged “more than 
a hundred cents” and that there was 
a sudden drop following its repeal. 
This situation, he 
contented, was 
the direct result of the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff which forces the Amer­ 
ican farmer to buy his 
goods in 
a 
protected market and sell his 
pro­ 
ducts in a world market. 
Contrasting the burdens and bene­ 
fits of the existing tariff laws, Mr. 
Kincheloe pointed out: 
On every plow, binder, hoe, rake, 
wagon, truck, bridle bit 
harness 
buckle that the farmer buys he ha 
to pay either a direct or an indirect 
tariff. 
He pays a tariff on 
the knives, 
forks, spoons, dishes for his table. A 
tariff on his tablecloth and on 
the 
crockery for his kitchen. 
If he wants 
to build 
a home, he 
pays a tariff on all the brick, slate 
glass, and nails that go into same. If 
he decides that he wants some musi­ 
cal instrument for himself and fam­ 
ily, he pays a tariff on that. 
If he has his horses and mules shod, 
he pays a tariff 
on the horseshoes 
and nails. 
When he buys a pocket- 
knife, a shotgun, an automobile, he 
pays a tariff on that. 
If he writes a letter, he has to pay 
a tariff on his pen and penholder. If 
he wants to go fishing, he pays 
a 
tariff on his fishhooks and line. 
Ami if after a meal he wants a 
toothpick, he pays a tariff on that. 
When his wife does a washing, she 
has to pay a tariff on her galvaniz­ 
ed washtub, washboard and soap. She 
pays a tariff on clothesline, as well 
as the clothespins. 
If his wife and girls want an 
um­ 
brella or parasol, they pay a tariff 
on it. 
If they need some hooks and 
eyes for their dresses, they pay 
a 
tariff on them. 
If they need pins, 
even safety pins, they pay a tariff or 
them. 
If his 
wife 
needs 
some window 
shades or curtains for the home, she 
pays a tariff on them. 
If the farmer or laborer has 
any 
children and wants them to enjoy the 
Christmas toys 
of the 
mysterious 
Santa Claus, he has to pay a tariff 
on them. 
If the farmer or laborer has to be 
operated on, the 
instruments 
that 
the surgeon uses have 
a 
tariff on 
them, and even the anaesthetic used 
to put him to sleep has a «tariff on it. 
When he dies, the shroud and cas­ 
ket that inclose his lifeless form have 
a tariff on them; the material used 
to make the hearse which carries his 
remains to the grave has a tariff cn 
it; the wooden box which incloses his 
casket has a tariff on it; the screws 
which go into the box have a tariff 
on them; and the spade which digs 
his grave has a tariff on it. 
“What a sweet consolation”, 
Mr. 
Kincheloe exclaimed, “it is for a man 
to go from this world into another 
conscious of these facts”. He added: 
The farmer and consumer can get 
some consolation out of paying this 
tariff, though, by reason of the fact 
j that some articles are 
on the iree 
| list under 
the 
Fordney-McCumber 
tariff law. 
Agnates, unmanufactur­ 
ed, antimony ore, and arrowroot 
in 
its natural state are on the free list; 
blood (dried), bones, 
bristles, bur­ 
gundy pitch, cryolite and cuttlefish 
bone are on the free list; 
bird, fish 
and insect eggs are on the free list; 
joss sticks, old junk, oakum, asafoe-

the Mississippi and Ohio rivers, 
in 
an address to the Kiwanis Club, pre­ 
dicted 
Cairo 
would 
become 
the 
“Crossroads of the Nation”, and 
a 
second Pittsburg. 
He followed Hairry 
E. Bovay 
of 
Stuttgart, 
Ark., 
promoter 
of the 
bridges, who forecasted a population 
of 250,000 dn Cairo within ten years. 
Baer did not go quite that far. He 
poir.led 
out that 
with 
the 
rivers 
bridged, the improvement 
of 
river 
navigation, the completion of great 
hard-road systems centering here and 
excellent railroad facilities Cairo is 
bound to become a great manufactur­ 
ing city. 
He predicted rapid growth 
and development. 
Real estate here has already tak­ 
en an active upward turn on account 
of the prospect of bridging the riv­ 
ers and other improvements already 
under way. 
St. Louis, 
New 
York, 
Boston and

Orleans 
bonding 
companies had representatives 
here 
who approved the plans for bridging 
the rivers. 


FRANCE LOST 
1,363,000 
MEN IN WORLD WAR 


Paris, February 7.—France lost 1,- 
363.000 men in the war, according to 
the official record, and with a view of 
showing how that loss has affected 
the economic life of the country, Gas­ 
ton Cadoux, former president of the 
PaPris Statistical Society, has drawn 
up tables showing how 
these dead 
men were employed before the war. 
The biggest loss was to the land, 
669.000 being farmers and land work­ 
ers, out of a total agricultural male 
population 
of 
5,500,000. 
Industry 
gave the 
next largest 
figure with 
235.000 out of 2,000,000 and 159,000 
commercial men fell out of 1,327000. 
Civil service gave 2100 out of. a 
total of 500,000; liberal professions, 
40.000 out of a total of less than 250,- 
000. 
One man in every 28 in France was 
killed, one in 35 in Germany and one 
in 66 in England. Even with the re 
turn of Alsace-Lorraine, the popula­ 
tion of France is still less than 
in 
1914. 
With one-seventh of the agri­ 
cultural male population killed, slow­ 
ness of France’s 
recovery 
becomes 
somewhat more understandable.

On the thirteenth of February, fif­ 
ty-nine years ago, Joseph 
Baldwin, 
founder of the North Missouri Nor­ 
mal, known today as the 
Northeast 
Missouri 
State 
Teachers 
College, 
came to Kirksville, from Indiana to 
find a suitable place to establish 
a 
private school. 
At that time 
the 
only 
normal 
sehopl in the state was located 
in 
St. Louis, and its chief purpose was 
to furnish the schools of that 
city 
with teachers. As a consequence of 
this it tended to serve only the stu­ 
dents of St. Louis and vicinity. Tak­ 
ing that into consideration Profess­ 
or Baldwin came to Kirksville where 
he found the remains of 
the 
Old 
Cumberland 
Academy 
which 
had 
been established in 1859 
to satisfy 
the demands for a normal school 
in 
that part of the state. However, the 
turmoil and excitement of the 
Civil 
War had caused its suspension 
two 
years later. 
Professor Baldwin pur­ 
chased the building and, after giving 
it the needed repairs, opened in it the 
North Missouri Normal September 2, 
1867. 
The students gathered there were 
decidedly a heterogenous group. They 
were of both sexes, and of all ages 
and sizes from the primary group up. 
Many of them 
had 
spent 
several 
years in the army, were behind 
in 
their e4ucation, and 
were 
making 
their own way through school. 
The first faculty, in the selection of 
which Professor Baldwin spent much 
time and effort, was composed of six 
members. He wrote that all were en­ 
gaged with the understanding 
that 
they would be willing to devote their 
lives to the building of departments 
of unsurpassed merit, and that each 
would feel as much interest in 
the 
success of the institution as if own­ 
ing it. On this first faculty were, be­ 
sides Prof. Baldwin, Prof. and Mrs. 
F. L. Ferris, Prof. W. P. Nason, and 
Prof. and Mrs. I. M. Greenwood. The 
latter three afterwards served under 
Prof. Baldwin as members of the first 
faculty of the First District Normal 
School—the 
name applied 
to 
the 
school after it was taken over by the 
State. 
Immediately after establishing the 
private school, Prof. Baldwin began 
to work for the creation of a system 
of state normal schools in Missouri 
like those existing 
in 
some other 
states. 
In fact, he established 
the 
North Missouri Normal 
with 
the 
hope that it would be accepted by the 
State when such a system should be 
adopted. 
As a result of his agitation 
and 
that of others a bill providing for 
such a system passed the State Legis­ 
lature and was approved by Gov. Mc- 
Cluurg on March 19, 1870. The act 
provided for the creation of two nor­ 
mal schools, one north of the Missouri 
river and one south. 
A board 
was 
appointed to locate the schools in the 
counties offering the greatest induce­ 
ment. 
Prof. 
Baldwin 
and 
the 
County 
Court of Adair County began work­ 
ing to get the North Missouri school 
located 
at 
Kirksville. 
Their cam­ 
paigning resulted in Adair county’s 
voting bonds and offering a bid 
of 
$76,400 in the 
form 
of 
buildings, 
bonds and land for the school. This 
bid included the North Missouri Nor­ 
mal. On December 29, 1870 the offer 
was accepted by the board and 
the 
“First District Normal School” was 
located 
at 
Kirksville. 
The 
South 
Missouri school was located at War- 
rensburg in Johnson county. 
The Board of Regents, under whose 
control the school was placed, select­ 
ed Prof. Baldwin as the first presi­ 
dent. 
It also started work on 
the 
new building which was occupied on 
January 16, 1873. 
The moving 
to 
the new building was an important 
event in the lives of the students, and 
it is recalled by many with much de­ 
light. 
The school, since its founding, has 
had six presidents. 
They were Jos­ 
eph Baldwin, from 1867 to 1881; W. 
P. Nason, acting president from 1881 
to 1882; J. P. Blanton, from 1882 to 
1891; W. D. Dobson, from 1891 to 
1898; John R. Kirk, from 
1898 
to 
1925; and Eugene Fair, who is serv­ 
ing at the present time. 
The growth of the school, as shown 
by the increase in the size of the en­ 
rollment, 
faculty 
and 
graduating 
classes, has been 
remarkable. 
The 
enrollment the first year, outside of 
the “Model School”, was 140, during 
the year 1924-25 it was 1919. 
The 
first faculy numbered six, during the 
summer term of 1925, it 
numbered 
79. There were eight students in the 
first graduating class, while 693 stu­ 
dents completed course during the 
school years 1924-25. 
Improvement in the course of study 
’offered has been as marked as 
the 
growth of the school. When the school 
started 
it purported to cover 
the 
whole field of school work from the 
primary grade to that of the college 
—the field of school work from the 
primary grade to that of the college 
—the field of the normal school. To­ 
day it is a teachers' college and has 
for its chief purpose the furnishing 
of elementary and high school teach- 


ers for the schools of the State. 
It 
offers four years of college work and 
-requires that amount for its highest 
diploma—the degree of B. S. In Edu­ 
cation. 
By an act of the State Legislature, 
which went into effect May 29, 1919, 
the school is officially known ms the 
“Northeast Missouri State Teachers’ 
College”. 


Whatever the efforts of this con­ 
gress, or either pairty to pass legis­ 
lation which will be beneficial to the 
farmers, it may be said in all truth­ 
fulness that it is a very difficult thing 
to do.

IS BELIEF IN CAIRO 


Belief that the bridge to be built 
between Cairo and Bird's 
Point 
by 
Harry E. Bovay will be designed and 
built for railroad use is expressed in 
Cairo following Mr. Bovay's 
state­ 
ment., while in that zrity a few' 
days 
ago. “that one bridge was almost cer­ 
tain to be used by a railroad”. 
The 
reference was at first taken to mean 
the Illirtois-Kentucky 
bridge, which, 
it has been thought, would be used by 
the Mobile & Ohio, since it now uses 
the Illinois Central bridge, but indi­ 
cations now are that the New 
York 
Central and either the Missouri Pa­ 
cific or Cotton Belt, or both, are in­ 
terested in the m atter, and that Mr, 
Bovay’s reference was intended for 
the Missouri bridge. 
According to the Cairo Bulletin, the

CONTRACT AWARDED

The City Council in special session 
Tuesday evening awarded the 
con­ 
tract to buiid the sanitary sewer sys­ 
tem to the contracting firm of Rowan 
& Rickard. 
After the Council convened 
they 
held a short executive session in or­ 
der to have a perfect understanding 
among 
themselves 
on some point-» 
that had been 
informally 
discussed 
from time to time, 
The engineering 
firm of Wilcox & Berthe, who drew 
up the plans and specifications, were 
then invited into the Council room 
and the m atter was discussed 
with 
them, as they had spent 
the entire 
day with the contractors going over 
the line of sewers to be traversed and 
figuring the job. 
Then the contrac­ 
tors were invited in and after a gen­ 
eral discussion 
between 
engineers, 
contractors, the Council 
and 
others 
present in the room, the city attorney 
took up the bid as submitted for the 
entire work as shown by plans 
and 
specifications, and two alternatives as 
submitted. 
The bid as specified wa> 
$84.196.95. The city had for this pur­ 
pose on deposit in St. Louis on De­ 
cember 18, 1925, $84,425.83, which is 
drawing 3 per cent interest on daily 
balance payable monthly which is es­ 
timated will bring in an 
additional 
sum of $1290, w-hich will total $85,- 
625.83. 
The engineers’ contract calls 
for 5 per cent on contract awarded, 
so there would hardly be enough mon­ 
ey to accept the bid as specified 
at 
first, so one of the alternates was to 
substitute cement f«ir brick in build­ 
ing manholes and flush tanks, which 
would bring the bid down 
to 
$82.- 
696.95. 
Mr. Berthe of the engineers 
stated to the Council, that this would 
be satisfactory as 
many 
engineers 
were specifying cement altogether for 
this work. 
The second 
alternative 
was to deduct $3,596.95 more if 
the 
city would not comped them to resur­ 
face the paved streets after they had 
finished placing the sewers ami fill­ 
ing the trenches. 
It was stated that 
the trenches would settle from time 
to time for 
several 
months and if 
they placed the cement surface soon 
after 
finishing 
the 
job, the ditch 
would settle, leaving a hollow place 
underneath that would probably give 
down. The last alternate would bring 
the contract price down to $79,100.00. 
This was the 
proposition 
accepted. 
The contractors agreed to replace the 
surface as near perfect 
as 
possible 
for the $3,596.95, if the Council so 
desired. 
The contract as above was signed 
¡by all interested parties and a bond 
for $39,500.00 given by the 
United 
States Fidelity and Guaranty Co., of 
Memphis, Tenn., was accepted. 
The 
contractor is to be paid each month 
according to estimate made by engi­ 
neers of completed work, less 15 per 
cent that is to be held until satisfac­ 
tory completion of 
entire 
contract. 
The engineers are to have a compet­ 
ent man on the job all day long until 
contract is completed and the 
city 
may also place a man on the job 
if 
they see fit and will pay his salary. 
The contractor expects 
to 
begin 
work in two weeks or less, and will at 
once order his machinery and mater­ 
ial shipped.

A. J. Matthews, 
Sikeston, Mo., 
Dear Mr. Matthews: 
I have your letter 
urging me 
to 
support the Dickinson Bill.

stabilize 
their finances and arrange to buy the 
products of our farmers. 
Certainly 
this will tend to help us. We may not 
be able to settle these foreign debts 
just as we desire, but I think it 
is 
better for us to lose some money 
in 
this line if by ao doing we can open 
up better markets for our farmers. 
As I view' it, we are compelled 
to 
lose some money on our foreign loans 
in spite of all we can do. These loans 
were made by the Wilson Administra­ 
tion and, at the same time, it 
was 
openly stated by the leaders in Con­ 
gress that our money would never be 
paid back fully. 
At first thought, this would seem a 
foolish loan to make, but our 
W ar 
President and our War Congress were 
endeavoring to help our allies win the
